DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 5-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a linear motor having magnets facing coils with flat plate 
covers for covering upper and lower surfaces of the magnet members and coils exclusive of the 
sides of the magnetic members and coils as recited in claim 1 . The prior art of record does not 
disclose or teach a method of winding coils in respective pairs on each side of a magnetic 
member while rotating said magnetic member as recited in claim 7. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Chitayat 5,783,877 A discloses first and second covers 34, 32 attached to upper and 
lower surfaces of a magnetic member where the covers are integrally connected together through 
coil member 36: The covers in Chitayat are U-shaped instead of being flat. Besides improving 
the heat conduction of the covers, the U-shape adds structural strength because the covers are 
attached to the coils by resin as described in column 5 lines 25-34.
